Amone English journals, the Saturday Review stands 


pre-eminent for the virulence of its antipathy to the 
Emperor of the French. Our caustic contemporary 
becomes doubly caustic when Louis Napoleon is the 
patient ; it dedicates to him its choicest hate; it la- 
vishes on him its most telling sarcasms. It is never 
ired ofre-barbing the old arrows, dropping poison into 
the old wounds, hurliug against him the old charges 
of treason and perjury at home, and piratical designs 
abroad. Its abundant wrath overflows at one time 
on Lord Derby and Mr. Disraeli, at another, on 
Lords Palmerston and Clarendon, because these 
statesmen have on various occasions designated our 
Crimean ally a wise, and prudent, and loyal Prince. 
In last week's number, the Satu~day institutes a 
careful parallel between the Emperor and Mr. Red- 
path, and insists that the fidelity of the former to 
England, during the Russian war, and throughout 
her Indian difficulty, affords no more presumption 
against the hypothesis of .a meditated Frengh inva- 
sion, than the regularity of Mr. Redpath’s payments 
to his Weybridge tradesmen afforded against the 
evidence of his Great Northern frauds. But on no 
subject is the Saturday so strong as on the Oath 
which Louis Napoleon took as President of the Na- 
tional Assembly, and which he broke on the 2nd 
December. ‘“ A man who has broken an oath once,” 
we are told, and we could almost fancy it is Charles 
Surface who is speaking, “is not to be trusted, even 
though it suits his purpose, for other and deeper objects, 
once or twice, to keep other obligations.” Mr. Palmer 
did not murder all his racing friends, but only Mr Cook. 
From these and similar considerations the Saturday 
discredits alike the Emperor's good faith to England 
and his pledges against dynastic ambition in Italy. 
“ He is now,” says our contemporary, at Milan, and 
has already an opportunity of turning his professions 
into practice. It is not too early to allow Italy to 
commence the task and duty of self-government. A 
little time will shew whether French Satraps and 
pro-Consuls are the order of the day, or whether na- 
tive patriotism is to be encouraged. Italian regenera- 
tion ought to commence from the occupation of Milan. 
We shall see.” 

Hardly had these words seen the light when the 
Proclamation of the Emperor to the people of 
Lombardy appears. In this able and spirit- 
stirring document, the calumnies of the Philo- 
Austrian portion of our press are rebuked, 
and their injurious anticipations falsified. ‘“ Your 
foes,” says the Emperor, “ who are mine, have tried 
to lessen the universal sympathy all Europe felt in 
your cause, by circulating the report that I only 
made war for personal ambition or to aggrandise the

He 
proved it when, a needy exile in London, he expressed 
ideas as to the wants and tendencies of France, which | 
our wisest politicians laughed at as the delusions of 
a monomania, but which time has justified. He 
proved it by his abolition of the factious and incom- 
petent National Assembly ; that was keeping France 
on the brinkof bankruptcyandanarchy. He proved 
it by his determined resistance to Russian encroach- 
ments in 1884; he proved it by adopting and developing 
though in a far more loyal spirit, the one wise feature 
of Louis Phillippe’s foreign policy, the English Alli- 
ance. He shewed it when he declared at Bordeaux 
that the Empire was Peace, and when he protected 
both the Peace and the Alliance by raising the navy 
of France to its present condition. He has shewn it 
for years by his endeavours, hitherto frustrated 
through the mistaken opposition of his subjects, to 
bestow on France the blessings of Free Trade: he is 
shewing it to-day, and vindicating for his country 
the foremost place in civilization by striking down 
the one great scandal of Europe, the mindless and 
brutalizing domination of Austria in Italy. 

It is this thorough appreciation of the epoch 
in which he lives, rather than any moral 
elevation of character, that constitutes the 
best guarantee to England of Louis Napoleon's 
good faith. He is no George Washington, whose 
plighted word was as an inviolable treaty, and whose 
personal interests were ever as dust in the balance 
of his public duties. The Emperor desires no doubt 
to establish his dynasty on the throne of France. He 
may wish, in all probability, to see a branch of his 
house accepted by the euffrages of the Tuscans for 
their vacant Pitti Palace. He longs, we must sup- 
pose, to put an end to the constant danger of the 
assasin’s dagger, and to draw his breath 
in security without the oppressive guardian- 
ship of a circle of police spies. He avows him- 
self swayed by the desire of fame ; not, however, by the 
hollow glory of military conquest which misled the 
first Napoleon, but the weighty influence which 
attaches to the man whom civilization recognizes as 
her benefactor. Such we conceive, are the motives 
and main-springs of his policy. They are more or 
less selfish, we admit; and in carrying out that 
policy he has incurred more than once the reproach 
of a breach of faith. Let him be condemned for it 
as Cromwell is condemned: as the leading statesmen 
of the time of James II. are condemned who broke 
their oaths of allegivnce and thereby gained 
signal advantages for their country. If Louis 
Napoleon is to be Anathema and Maranatha because 
he took a false oath to the National Assembly, what 
are we to say of all the English and Irish gentlemen 
who enter the House of Commons with an oath “ on 
the true faith of a christian”, and with as little belief 
in that faith as Baron Rothschild himself? What are 
we to say ofall the property oaths that used to be 
taken, till the other day, by gentlemen who 
had no property to speak of ? What of the solemn sub- 
scriptions tothe Thirty Nine Articles by clergymen who 
straightway preach and publish books against them ? 
Let us judge the French Emperor, as we judge other 
men, living or dead, and then we shall not fasten our 
eyes on the one or two great faults that stain his 
extraordinary career, but shall estimate his life as a 
whole. Surely, he who would judge William the 
Third by the solitary incident of the massacre of 
Glencoe, or Queen Elizabeth simply by her cruel 
sentence on Mary Queen of Scots, would form 
an estimate of these sovereigns as unjust 
as it would be uncharitable. So it is with 
Louis Napoleon. He has rendered great services to 
Europe. He is rendering another great service now, 
and a more difficult one than the last, in which he 
had the advantage of an English alliance. The 
fusillade of the Boulevards, the excessive restriction 
of the Press, the severities of Cayenne are great 
drawbacks on his merits; but they do not obliterate 
those merits, or sum up his political career. If we 
suppose, as the Saturday Review would have us, that 
because he once broke his official oaths to seize on 
power, he will henceforth show himself indifferent to 
every obligation, we shall only be arguing in the teeth 
of all history and experience, and shall be constantly 
running into collision with such facts as the Procla- 
mation which has just given such an awkward blew 
to the speculations of our contemporary. 


Waar course should be pursued by the Conscr- 
vatives of Ireland in case the coalition succeed in 
forming a government? It seems to us that the 
answer is given by Lord Derby himself at Merchant 
Tailors’ Hall, when he announced that the new 
government, if it adhered to constitutional principles, 
should receive no factious opposition. The state of 
affairs at home and abroad is critical; a general 
European war is a possible contingency; a Reform 
Bill is impending, and thus the final settlement of the 
balance of power in domestic and foreign relations, 
must inevitably depend upon the course pursued at 
this moment. Lord Palmerston and his friend Lord 
Shaftesbury are men of well known antagonism to 
High Churchism; in relation to Italian affairs and 
Church government, their professed principles 
are sound, and we believe the same principles 
are held by the mass of the educated classes of the 
community. It isin relation to Ireland and Irish 
affairs, that the advent to power of a Whig Govern- 
ment is viewed with most alarm; but it is a mis- 
take, to suppose, that it is so viewed, from any in- 
tolerant motives on the part of the landed pro- 
prietors. We know the gentry of Ireland well, and 
we say that any Government which does justice to 
all classes of the community will receive from them 
justice. We say the same of the Bar of Ireland— 
a body of great and deserved influence in the social 
system of this country. With these classes the suc- 
cess or failure of any Government must depend 

the Irish appointments. In the political world men 
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which appear to us advantageous to the public and 
conducive to the popularity and ‘permanence of 
government. First we would strongly advocat> the 
appointment to the two greatest offices of entirely 
new persons. Two advantages will be gained by 
this, namely, freedom from prior prejudices, and 
freedom from prior enmities. It is difficult for any 
man, however cautious and conscientious, to have 
filled a great office, without giving some offence or 
becoming identified in the minds of many with the 
cliques and controversies of former days. A new 
generation arises which knew not Joseph, and when 
it does, Joseph is by no means as fitted to govern it 
as that one of which he formed a leading part, 
Let us have some one unfettered by former 
ties, and unaffected by former prejudices— 
Magnus ab integro seclorum nascitur ordo. 

Secondly, we advocate a distribution of patronage 
impartially between Roman Catholics and Protestants. 
The point to be looked to in the promotion of a Bar- 
rister is not his religion, but his position and reputa- 
tion in his profession. If no considerations were to 
be entertained save those of merit, it is idle to sup- 
pose that while the Liberal Protestant Bar includes 
the names of Brewster, Rolleston, Lawson, Ball, and 
Armstrong, its claims to political patronage are not 
of the highest character. What in their case is justice, 
is also good policy; and though their claims have been 
studiously ignored by Ministries of their own principles, 
we refuse to aknowledge the propriety of a monopoly of 
offices, and demand that in the distribution of patronage 
the Chancellor, at least, shall be a person, in whom all 
classes of the community have confidence, and that of 
the offices which are about to fall vacant a fair pro- 
portion shall be given among the Liberal Protestants. 
Certain we are that if matters be arranged otherwise, 
and the Government degenerate, as in former times, 
into a miserable clique, so far as Lrish support is con- 
cerned, the days of this incipient administration are 
already numbered. We shall then have to inscribe 
on its tomb the epitaph once written over an unfor- 
tunate infant— 

“ If thus so early I am done for, 
I wonder what I was begun for.” 


(From the Times of yesterday), 
Amid the thousand and one rumours that IR been chasing 
one another since it fell to Lord Palmerston to reconstruct 
the Whig Cabinet, one thing alone, as far as we know, is de- 
finitely settled. Lord John Russell has accepted the Foreign 
office. This places beyond any doubt, if doubt there could be, 
the policy of England on the Italian question. Lord Johu 
Russell has ever been known as an ardent friend of the 
Italian race, Italian freedom, and Italian unity. As these 
feelings have been generally shown out of office, or when 
they had not to stand any practical test, they have been as 
much an enthusiasm as was compatible with Lord John’s 
singularly calm and rational nature. With Lord Palmerston’s 
avowed belief, that had England stood by France in her 
negotiations with Austria she could have prevented 
the war, and that even now we must look to the 
Anglo-Gallic alliance for the final and satisfactory 
settlement of Italy, Lord John Russell will have as 
much scope and authority in his office as if he stood 
alone. It is difficult to imagine a disagreement between 
the two statesmen. Both wish Austria to admit the 
fact of her defeat, her ascertained inferiority, and the 
incurable disadvantages of her position south of the 
Alps. Both are of opinion that she will consult her 
own greatness better by relinquishing territory which 
costs an immense army, and still greater odium. Both 
see in France a better agent for the reorganization of 
[taly, and for the creation of that federal union which 
is all the unity possible under existing circumstances. 
Were the question to be confined to the present state of 
affairs, the policy to be pursued might be stated in a 
sentence. Austria is flying homewards; France and 
Sardinia are pursuing her across the Adda; 
free corps are molesting her in the North; 
Venice is about to be attacked imme 
diately, on the East ; and on the South the whole Pen- 
insula is rising against her, and expelling her allies and 
her garrisons. The only advice to be given is that Aus- 
tria should accommodate herself to these painful cir- 
cumstances, just as England admitted the independence 
of the United States, and France has twice submitted to 
the dictation of invaders. There can be no glory gained 
by a stubborn, and even a victorious resistance, to the 
just claims of a great nation, and it is unwise to wage a 
war where military success incurs a moral approbrium. 
No doubt, this and similar considerations will be in due 
time urged upon Austria by the two Ministers who have 
undertaken to divide the responsibility of our foreign 
relations. 


It is not a little remarkable that Lord John Russell, 
after being so long denied that influence in Continental 
affairs which has ever been his highest aspira- 
tion, should find himself Foreign Minister at 
the most promising crisis that has occurred 
since the restoration of “order” and “the 
balance of power” in 1815. A purely national question 
of reform makes him Foreign Secretary just at the 
moment that all Italy is rising and Austria rapidly re- 
linquishing cities and fortresses. He has to deal with a 
race newly conscious of independence, with a victorious 
deliverer and a discomfited foreign master. There could 
not be a grander occasion for the display of his abilities. 
Were Lord John Russell now to teach wisdom to the 
delivered, resignation to the vanquished, and moderation 
to the vietor—were he to find Italy, in the language of 
the deceased Austrian statesman, “a geographical ex- 
pression” and leave it a itical substance, he would 
deserve a high name in t long list of persons who 
have become glorious in the cause of Italy. This is the 
golden » padre | of a life, and an unexampled combi- 
nation of circumstances brings it to Lord John Russell. 
But it is in its difficulties that consists its glory. All 
these Powers are, so tospeak, in motion. The French Em- 
peror indeed protests that he intends to return home as 
soon as he has achieved the expulsion of Austria. The 
elder Napoleon was not capable of such abstinence, but 
he had not the experience of his own life to act upon.

The “ hostile” character (towards Austria) of Russian neu- 
trality is commented upon as early as the 15th Feb , by 
Lir J. Crampton, the English minister at St, Petersburg. 
In April instructions were given by the Earl of Malmesbury 
to our representatives at Paris and St. Petersbirg, to make 
inquiries as to the alleged secret treaty between France and 
iiussia. Lhe French reply is found in the following 
despatches ; 

(Translation.) 
Í “ Paris, April 26, 1859. 

“My dear Cowley,—They write to me from St. Peters- 
burg that Lhave spoken to you of a secret treaty between 
Kassia and France. Since I desire that net the lightest cloud 
should obscure our relations, I wish to explain myself very 
frank) ; with you, without delay, on this subject. You know 
as well as I do, that diplomatic usages do not admit of ques- 
tions touching secret treaties, from the very simple reason 
that, to consent to answer in the negative would be to establish 
implicitly that a refusal to answer on another occasion would 
be equivalent to a tacit avowal. Besides, if our conversation 
had not been of a strictly ‘ private’ character, you would not 
probably have thought of asking me such a question; and, 
if you had asked it, my duty would have obliged me to re- 
mind you that I could not admit a question to which I could 
answer neither yes nor no, and that, for the reasons which 
have been above mentioned. I had not thought it necessar 
to proceed in such a manner with you, taking the amicable 
und intimate character of our relations into consideration ; 
anyhow, | have not spoken to you of a treaty, but greatly 
wishing that you should not deceive yourself as to the nature 
of the relations which haye been established between Russia 
and ourselves, I attempted in our conversation to rectify 
some erroneous ideas in this respect. Thus, then, in order 
that there should be no misunderstanding between us, my 
dear Cowley, | must repeat to you, that it would not have been 
within my competence to accept a question touching the ex-

I formed part 
of these companies. We had to cross vast open mea- 
dows, where the enemy could sweep us off with grape. 
When the word was given the column dashed forward 
at full speed, and in & few minutes after the Grenadiers 
and Zouaves Were climbing up the redoubt, which we 
took with the cry of ‘Vive l’Empereur!’ The move- 
ment was so sudden that the enemy had scarcely time to 
firetheir guns. The Austrians, driven from the redoubt, 
returned immediately after, with a great accession of 
force, to attack us init. We were about 200 Zouaves, 
and, in spite of our small number, we made four successive 
sorties, crying to each other, ‘ Use the bayonet!’ Each 
time the enemy were forced to retire with considerable 
loss. We were really not one to ten, but we made up by 
the dash and rapidity of our attacks for ou? Want of 
numbers. In the course of the four sorties we had unfor- 
tunately lost a considerable pdértion of our force, and at 
last we were unable td Continue the offensive with any 
hope of success. The Austrians, seeing that we were not 
supported, returned to the charge a fifth time, and as 
their numbers were then enormous, we were obliged to 
retire in our turn. We withdrew in good order beyond 
the railway bridge anda deep canal. There, being for 
the moment secure from attack, I caused my men to take 
a little rest, which they much wanted, for during up- 
wards of three hours they were en We soon after 
received the support of a division of Mafshal Canrobert’s 
corps, arriving in all haste from Novara, and of a bri- 
gade of General de MacMahon, which had passed the 
Ticino at Turbigo. With these reinforcements our troops 
resumed the offensive, and regained all the positions 
which we had previously occupied. ‘fowards six o'clock 
I had just proceeded with my company to the bridge of 
the canal, where the head quarters of General Reg- 
nault de St. Jean d’Angely were established, when a 
strong column of Austrians attacked our right flank, 
which they wanted to turn, supporting their forces 
on a village, the name of which I am ignorant of, 
but which the Austrians hold. I received orders to 
advance on the village to neutralise the movement of 
attack. We advanced with vigour, and in ten minutes 
the village was in our power. But soon after, we were 
attacked in our turn by considerable masses, and forced 
to give way. Three battalions of infantry of the line 
were sent to our aid—fortunately for us, as we were 
borne down by numbers. We then resumed the offen- 
sive, and a desperate fight ensued. At last the Aus- 
trians, driven from street to street and from house to 
house, began to separate ; we redoubled our efforts, and 
after a hundred hand-to-hand encounters, succeeded in 
driving the opposing column as far as the canal, where a 
great number met their death. It was then half- 
tions of the enemy were taken, 
route, towards Pavia and Pia- 
cenza. I could write to you whole , had I time, 
concerning this great battle, in whic 
the Guard sustained most admirably their high reputa- 
tion. I must, however, draw to a close. We returned 
to get our haversacks at the b of Ticino, and we 
then went and bivouacked on the field of battle. It was

army on to Novara, this 
idea may be formed of the prodigio 
material kept constantly on the move for the re- 
quirements of the allied armies, when I state 
that the post running from Vercelli to this place, 
is unable to proceed, the road being for ten miles blocked 
up with two close continuous lines of caissons, ammu- 
nition waggons, ambulance carts, the “equipages mili- 
,” stores of every description, &c. ; the confusion 
is immense. Now and then an occasional break-down 
occurs, which of course for the time being blocks the 
whole line, wheels get interlocked, and in the general 
crush travel along in company fastened together. Now 
and then an unfortunate cart is met coming from an 
opposite direction ; there is no help for it, and bending 
to the tide of circumstances, it quietly joins the rank 
and slowly repaces the journey already nearly accom- 
plished. This immense train will probably not arrive 
till to-morrow, and in the meanwhile active tions 
are being made to have the bridges repaired against their 
arrival. By the bye, I took an opportunity of examin- 
ing the bridge which the Austrians blew up on re- 
tiring across the Sesia at Vercelli. I never saw a more 
perfect piece of engineering in my life. The very foun- 
dations were blown to atoms, and suchas from their depth 
in the soil of the river escaped, the bases have been so 
loosened and shattered that it offers a most serious ob- 
stacle to the French engineers in their endeavours to re- 
pair the two arches destroyed, as they have literally to 
dig out the debris before they can renew the foundation. 
I arrived at Vercelli yesterday, and was in time to 
witness the departure of two divisions of the Piedmon- 
tese army, 4th and 5th ; Generals Cialdini and Cocioso 
respectively. They were preceded by two battalions of 
Bersagglié ri, the Zouaves of Piedmont, and who al- 
ready have a reputation for recklessness and daring, 
which bid even to rival the exploits of their swarthy 
and buttoned brethren in arms. The Piedmontese 
may well be proud of them, for a more service- 
able, creditable, and finer body of men exists nowhere ; 
by-the-bye, now that volunteering is all the rage at 
homé, and the question of uniform has already formed 
the theme of numerous pamphlets and letters, has it 
never struck any one in Old England how appropriate 
would be the adoption of the orm worn by the Ber- 
sagglieri? A strong, stiff-glazed round hat, with a 
handsome dark-green feather falling loosely and easily 
over the back of the right shoulder, a plain short tunic, 
with a pocket in the front breast, confined at the waist 
by a belt, to which is attached a pouch for ammunition, 
and which slides on the belt; a pair of loose linen 
trowsers gathered in at the boot, with a short sword 
attached, this, should the proposed rifles not be armed 
with a bayonet, would complete the equipment, and 
we venture to say that such a uniform, whilst at once 
cheap and serviceable, would ensure the advantage of 
being popular with all classes, as being picturesque and 
soldierlike in the extreme. There is nothing like a real 
feather, and such a dress paraded for a few days in our 
rural districts and manufacturing towns would rally 
round the cause of the old country all that would be 
worth having of our manly population. 


This morning, at 8 o’clock, four divisions of the allied 
armies, two of Sardinian and two of French marched out 
of this place to join the army at head quarters, the 
whole town turned out to receive and bid them adieu, 
and a more affecting and solemn spectacle I never wit- 
nessed in my life. ‘The general impression was that they 
were lit y marching to the field of battle, and the 
general bearing of the soldiery confirmed the sentiment ; 
it was curious to observe the great difference in character 
which marked the bearing of the two nationalities, the 
French, still gay, cheerful, and boisterous as ever, 
shouted the “ Marseillaise,“ in accom t to the 
martial strains of their several bands ; whilst the Pied- 
montese, on the other hand, were silent and thoughtful ; 
but there was a look and an air of decision expressed in 
their physiognomies, which spoke eloquently of hearts 
prepared to do their dut y and well. On emer- 
ging into the Camp de @uvres, outside the town, a 
scene I can never forget took place. Men, women, and 
children rushed among the ranks. Women, old and 

oung, convulsively threw themselves into the arms of 
os veterans, who silently and impressively returned 
the salute. Sobs and cries were heard on all sides, 
whilst amongst the men I observed many down whose 
embrowned features a tear might be seen slowly 
coursing. Se See 2 aa S “man 
soldiers were brought in, and iately following 
them were the of General Espinasse and his 
nephew. The w was immediately given to file off, 
the bands struck up, one last farewell by the populace, 
ed to by one general shout from the troops, 
to the lively strains of their national air, away they 
marched to take their chance for life or death on the 
battle-field.

Distressing Suicipr.—On Saturday, Mr. Wakley, 
coroner for West Middlesex, proceeded with an inquiry, 
at the Rainbow Tavern, Liverpool Road, Islington, 
touching the death of Captain William Arnold Wallin 
ger, age 1 34, late of the Ist West India Regiment, and 
son of Mr. Sergeant Wallinger, who committed suicide 
under the following circumstances :—It appeared from 
the evidence that deceased had lodged at 61 Gibson- 
square, since Christmas last, and he was somewhat irre- 
gular and intemperate in his habits, but there was no- 
thing in his manner to lead his landlady to suppose that 
he would commit such arash act, although it subse- 
quently transpired that he had twice attempted suicide. 
However, on theday of his death, his non-appesrance at 
the usual hour excited suspicion, and the landlady enter- 
ed his room, when she found him lying on the floor with 
a phial that contained prussic acid by his side. She imme- 
diately called assistance, and Mr. G. Harslip, a neigh- 
bouring surgeon, was sent for, but that gentleman, upon 
his arrival, pronounced life extinct. There was a strong 
smell of prussic acid about deceased's mouth, and the 
postmortem examination proved that he had drunk a large 

uantity of that deadly poison, causing, as it must have 

one, instantaneous fatal results. ‘The phial found by 
his side was an ounce bottle, and it seemed probable 
that he drank the whole of the contents. A note 
written by the deceased was discovered on the table, 
addressed to his father, in which he spoke of his past 
life in bitter terms of self-reproach, and that it would 
be the last time he would hear from him, and, in con- 
clasion, begged his father to to forgive him the trouble 
and annoyance that he had occasioned to his family 
The coror er briefly summed up, commenting upon the 
exceedingly paintui nature of the case, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict of “ Suicide,” leaving the state of mind 
an open question. 

TELEGRAPH IN COMMUNICATION WITH THE FAst, VIA 
Giprattar.—T he existng war on the Continent places 
in so striking a light the importance of securing means 
of telegraphic communication with the British Possessions 
in the Mediterranean, totally independent of any contin- 
ental medium, that we have much satisfaction in stating 
that government has entered into arrangements for lay- 
ing down, as speedily as possible, a telegraphic cable di- 
rect from Falmouth to Gibraltar—a distance of 1,100 
nautical miles. ‘Tenders will shortly be invited for the 
manufacture of the requisite length of cable. Mean- 
while, the Gutta Percha company are already preparing 
the covering for it. The engineers charged with the 
carrying out of this important government undertaking 
are Mr. Gisborne and his associates, and it is believed 
that by August next considerable progress will have been 
made. With regard to the motives of government in thus 
departing from the ordinary practice of employing 
the agency of a public company, some curiosity will be 
felt. Messages on the service of the State will 
of course have priority over all others, but as the 
undertaking will be constructed with the money of the 
nation, a proper degree of attention must be paid to 
commercial requirements. It is surmised that the au 
thorities may perhaps contemplate handing over the line 
when completed, to be worked or leased by a public 
company, or other parties. A decided defect is involved 
however, in the existing arrangement that the cable 
shall contain only one wire, the more especially as, a! 
though the line is at present to be carried only to Gib- 
raltar, its ultimate extension to Malta and Alexandria, 
there to form a junction with the wires to India, is cer- 
tain and not remote. Until this comprehensive scheme 
is carried out, there will be no real security for interests 
of vast national importance, nor will government be ma-
